There is no one in the United States 
as far as we know who collects Mohammedan coins. 
These are always s drug on the mrket and your 
coins being holed wiil not readily find 4 sale, 
as no collector wants coins which are mutilated 
in any way. However, as this is a museum we 
sometines accept coins that are holed to fill 
out our dates and it so happens that the two 
Mohammedan coins which you sent us for attribu- 
tion are lacking in our collection. We are will- 
ing to pay 15% above their gold content if you 
care to sell them to us. Also, if you care to 
sell these two coins we will credit you with 50¢, 
the portion of the attribution charge for these 
two coins. Each coin that you sent has a descript- 
ion written on the separate envelope in which we 
have placed the coins. The Byzantine coin in 
unmutilated condition is worth about $6.50. Of 
course with a hole in it, as mentioned before, 
it would be very hard to sell at any premium 
above the gold content. We are returning all 
the coins herewith by registered letter.
